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= Situation in Sprinefield —- The Radiation people Division VII (Radiological Monitoring 
Group of Civil Defense are quite disturbed by the lack of interest in their problem 
at state level. As you know these people are charged with monitoring fallout condi- 
tions should we ever have the need. It has occurred to them that when Disaster hits 
(and there is evidence that this can be reality) they will have no communications or 
power - utilities will not be available to them including telephone. They point out 
that shovld there be an atom blast anywhere in a radius of about 100 miles of Phila. 
the popu.ation (assuming no shock damage) of this arcs will have 20 minutes to get 
under cover and be prepared to stay there for a minimum of 48 hours without moving out. 
The Division 7 people are the only ones who will be operating as a Civil Defense Unit ~- 
all others will be nailed down by the fallout. Fallout is affected by weather condi-~ 
tions-local winds and local rains can literally make it hot on one side of the streat 
and less son on the other. Now should there be shock damag> ~ there will be no facili- 
ties including communications (as the situztion presently stands) for the Radiation 
ym people. This group is the o one likely to be functioning as a CD unit. They have 
- appealed upwards organizationally through two channels (Radiation and Communizations) 
and have not receivea adequate answers in their opinion. They have been advised re~ 
cently not to purchase any communi :ations gear because the frequencies will be changed 
at some luture date. Disturbingly enough this is the same s they received ears 
ago. Someone in the local group with foresight 5 years ago, fortunately ordered up | 
communications equipment that could be used in the 2 meter band. Around this equip- 
ment was built a communications group and a radiation group. About 28 high school stu- 
dents have been trained ana have amateur licenses in this period and a goodly mumber 
of radiation people indoctrinated. What disturbs them most is that the communications 
story has not changed in 5 years and more important—there is no evidence that there is 
going to be any change in the next five yeers. The present hysteria in Washington and 
other places does little to quiet their fears. They are taking care of their own homes 
and families first with a good organization. Shovld the bureaucracy above them get 
their house in order by the time disaster strikes in the next five years they will 
happily fall into line. All they are looking for-is guidance and all they are getting 
are excuses. When you mention to them that the FCC will not permit them to operate on 
frequencise that their equipment is set for. They say"And suppose there is no FCC" 
"Suppose there is no central governtent or a hadly beaten up one" And if there is-what 
means of communications are they going to use to tell us what to do-with everyone under 
ground for periods of 48 hours to one week." They have approached communications author~ 
ities above them for assistance and are advised by those experienced in the art to take 
their problem uphill through a chain of command that does not even know what button to 
push or knob to twist on a receiver. Well-what can be done about Radiological situation, 
some possible suggestions are theses 
1. Recognize that communi:ations is a vitul factor to their usefulness. 
sa —«-22. Recognise that communications is only a tool useful for the purposes of implementing 
~ the needs of an organization. It is a service and not the organization. 
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3. At the risk of obsolescence set up a communixations organization thet cen be counted 
on to take care of todays needs. "The army never Zou,;":t a battle with weapons they were 
to get next week or next month." 

4. Get rid of our complacent approach and realize that "it can happen here". 

Should any of our readers have any light to shed on the Division VII problem we would 
like to air them here. |

THE ORIGI® OF THE WORD "HAN" 
You might have heard radio amateurs referred to as "hams" and have possibly thought of 
them in terms of inexperienced individuals or overacting performors, as the term is 
applied in some fields. Such is not the case. There is a very interesting story behind 
the origin of the name "ham", 
The word "ham" as applied to amateur radio dates back to 1908 and was the call letters 
of one of. the first amateur wireless stations operated by some members of the Harvard 
Wireless Club. They were Albert S. Hyman, Bob Almy and Reggy Murrey. At first they 
called their station Hyman—Almy—Murray. Tapping ovt such a lon: name in code soon called 
for revision, and they chanced the name to Hy-Al-Mu, using the first two letters of each 
Name. 
Early in 1909 some confusion resulted between signals from amateur wireless HYALMUD and a 
Mexican ship named HYALMO, so the boys decided to use only the first letter of each name 
and the call became HAM. 
In the early ploneer unregulated days of radio, amateurs picked their owm frequency and 
call letters. Then as now some amateurs had better signals than some commer:ial stations. 
The resulting interference finally came to the attention of congressional committees in 
Washington and they gave much time to proposed legislation designed to critically limit 
amateur activity. 


Nin 1911, Albert Hyman chose the controversial Wireless Regulation Sill us the topic of 


nis thesis at Harvard. His instructor insisted that a copy be sent to Senator David I 
Walsh, a member of one of the committees hearing the bill. The Senutor was so impressed 
that he sent for Hyman to appear before the committee. He was put on the stand and des- 
cribed how the little amateur station wss built and he almost cried when he told the 
crowded committee room that if the bikl went through they would close their station be- 
cause they could not afford the license “ees and all the other requirements which were 
set up in the bill. Then the debate sturted and the little station IAM became the spmbol 
of all the little amateur stations in the country crying out to be saved from the menace 
and greed of tho big commercial stations who didn't want them around. Finally the bill 
sot to the floor of Congress and every speaker talked about poor little station HAM. 
That's how it started. You can find the whole story in the Congresssional Record. Nat- 
ionwide publicity associated station HAM with amateurs. From that day to this and prob- 
ably tili the end of time in radio, an amateur is a HAM. | |
